Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

6. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Furuya et al. 
(US 4355756). 

Furuya discloses a method for packaging and retort sterilizing a food product 
(column 2, lines 1-34) comprising the steps of maintaining said retort sterilization for a 
time sufficient to heat said container and said food product to a temperature providing 
sterilization of said food product while maintaining dimensional stability (column 5, line 
57 through column 6, line 2), wherein said article has an F value of between 3 and 18 
(column 6, lines 1-2) and wherein the laminate contains an aluminum barrier layer 
(column 2, lines 1 1-34) and wherein said laminate additionally includes a coating 
adjacent on one or both sides of the barrier layer wherein the coating is an adhesive 
plastic (column 3, lines 38-54, since LDPE is taught).

7. Applicant has not provided any arguments, other than to say new claim 28 has 
been added, in the response of 5/26/09. Therefore there are no arguments to address.
